STRATEGIC OBJECTIVE GRANT AGREEMENT 



BETWEEN The Hashemite Kingdom of Jordan, acting through the 
Ministry of Planning ("Grantee"), and the United States of 
America, acting through the United States Agency for International 
Development ("USAID") . 

WHEREAS, on September 26, 1996, the Grantee and USAID 
("Parties") entered into an Amended and Restated Grant Agreement 
for the Water Resources Strategic Objective (as amended, the 
"Agreement" or "Strategic Objective Grant Agreement") whereby 
USAID granted to the Grantee U.S. $40,998,746 to finance foreign 
exchange and local currency costs of goods and services to help 
achieve the Strategic Objective; 

WHEREAS, on June 19, 1997, the Grantee and USAID amended the 
Agreement to restate the Strategic Objective and provide an 
additional U.S. $3,500,000 to finance foreign exchange and local 
currency costs of goods and services to further help achieve the 
Strategic Objective, bringing the total to U.S. $44, 4 98, 746; 

WHEREAS, on August 26, 1997, the Grantee and USAID further 
amended the Agreement to provide an additional U.S. $50,000,000 to 
finance foreign exchange and local currency costs of goods, and 
services to further help achieve the Strategic Objective, bringing 
the total to U.S. $94,498,746; 

WHEREAS, on September 30, 1997, the Grantee and USAID further 
amended the Agreement to provide an additional U.S. $10,000,000 to 
finance foreign exchange and local currency costs of goods and 
services to further help achieve the Strategic Objective, bringing 
the total to U.S. $104,498,74 6; 

WHEREAS, on June 19, 1998, the Grantee and USAID further 
amended the Agreement to provide an additional U.S. $60,000,000 to 
finance foreign exchange and local currency costs of goods and 
services to further help achieve the Strategic Objective, bringing 
the total to U.S. $164,498,74 6; 
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WHEREAS, on June 30, 1999, the Grantee and USAID further 
amended the Agreement to provide an additional U.S. $60,000,000 to 
finance foreign exchange and local currency costs of goods and 
services to further help achieve the Strategic Objective, bringing 
the total to U.S. $224,498,746; 

WHEREAS, on April 27, 2000, the Grantee and USAID further 
amended the Agreement to provide an additional U.S. $83,000,000 to 
finance foreign exchange and local currency costs of goods and 
services to further help achieve the Strategic Objective and 
deobligate U.S. $870,000, bringing the total to U.S. $306,628,746; 

WHEREAS, on April 29, 2001, the Grantee and USAID further 
amended the Agreement to provide an additional U.S. $43,844,900 to 
finance foreign exchange and local currency costs of goods and 
services to further help achieve the Strategic Objective, bringing 
the total to U.S. 350,473,64 6; and 

WHEREAS, on May 30, 2002, the Grantee and USAID further 
amended the Agreement to provide an additional U.S. $44,997,651 in 
FY 2002 funds to further help achieve the Strategic Objective, 
bring the total to U.S. 395,471,297. 

WHEREAS, the Parties now wish to further amend the Agreement 
t'o, among other things, provide additional USAID grant funding of 
U.S. $41,500,000 in FY 2003 funds to further help achieve the 
Strategic Objective, bringing the total to U.S. $436,971,297. 

NOW THEREFORE, the Parties hereby agree to further amend the 
Agreement as follows: 

1 . In Article 3 (Contributions of the Parties) , Section 3.1 
(USAID Contribution) , Subsection (a) (The Grant) , delete t»he 
amount of Three Hundred and Ninety Five million Four Hundred and 
Seventy One Thousand and Two Hundred and Ninety Seven U.S.; Dollars 
(U.S. $395,471,297), and substitute therefore the amount of Four 
Hundred and Thirty Six Million Nine Hundred and Seventy One 
Thousand and Two Hundred and Ninety Seven U.S. Dollars (U.S. - 
$436,971,297). 

2. Annex 1 to Attachment No.l to the Agreement is hereby deleted 
and replaced in its entirety with the revised Attachment No.l to 
annex 1 attached hereto. 

3. Except as amended herein, the Agreement shall remain in full 
force and effect.
